of God and Culture. 








CERTAIN THINGS THAT 
SHOULD BE DONE 





Ionce knew aman whose 
disposition seemed to be any- 
thing ‘but pleasant. Nearly 
every word he spoke had a kind 
of a cold frozen ring to it. To 
hear him talk at times caused 
the cold chills to run through 
my body. I often experienced a 
peculiar fear creep over me in 
his presence. I was only a boy, 
but I remember_it well. 


I grew up to young manhood 
and he grew older. I embraced 
religion and he seemed to hard- 
en his heart. He seemed to love 
me all right and as a friend I 
thought well of him, but there 
was a wide chasm between us. 
He lived on one side and Ion 
the other. I prayed and he crit- 
icised. I had prayers in my 

~home and he had the opposite. 

And although there was never 
any trouble between us, yet we 
were far apart. I was on the 
road to heaven and he was on 
the road to hell 


I do not think he really 
wanted to be cross and cold so 
as to make people uncomfort- 


; able in_his presence, but it was 


just-that way in spite of any- 
thing that he did to make it 
otherwise. 


He was a hard working man, 
honest in his dealings, made a 
comfortable living for his fami- 
ly, but did not gain anything 
and did not have a happy home. 
It was himself that made his 
home unpleasant and unhappy. 


Time ran on and he got older. 
He was taken sick. He had a 
long spell of sickness. I had the 
privilege of helping to wait on 
him. Finally he was about to 
die. He thought his time had 
come to go. He was_ unpre- 
pared. Death was frightful to 
him. He had no hope whatever. 
All was dark. One morning 
very early he sent for me. The 
messenger did not tell me what 
he wanted, but he urged me to 
hurry. It was about two miles 
to his home and I had to walk 
or rather I hurried faster than a 
walk most of the way. I hurried 
on in a state of wonder. I sup- 
posed he was about dead. 


_ As soon as I arrived I hurried 
right into the house and up to 
his bed. Before I had time to 
scarcely Speak he looked wildly 
at me and strength seemed to 
come suddenly to him and he 
raised up quickly and seized me 
around my neck and pulled me 
down over him on the bed. He 
began to scream and tell me he 
was lost, and begged me to pray 
for him. When I was able to 
get myself released from his 
strong hold I began to pray. 
And the Lord gave me a spirit of 
prayer and it seemed the words 
wended their way upward till 
they reached the throne. God 
heard and answered and the 
dear man was saved. The 
change was so sudden and un- 
expected that .I was almost 
Aazed. I finally concluded that 
that was the reason he sent a 
me. 


Well, it is almost useless to 
tell you that his disposition was 
changed completely. He was a 
different man from that mo- 
ment to his dying day. Instead 
of the cold freezing words there

I no} 
more dreaded to be in his pres-' 


ence. This was a transformation | 


by the power of God. And the! 


transformation was lasting. The 
old way never returned. 


A few days after he was con- 
verted a certain brother called 
on him and during his prayer 
for him the Lord graciously 
healed him. He arose from his 
bed, ran and danced about the 
room, and rejoiced in a Savior’s 
love and His power to heal. 

This dear brottier lived sever- 
al years to tell of his wonderful 


experience. And he did not 
have to tell it for people to 
kndw it because the change 


was so miraculous that every- 
body that knew him and saw 
him knew of the change. 


I have given thts incident to 
show how’ ‘dispositions can be 
changed suddenly by the powe! 
of God. But I have seen others 
who were, I suppose, just as 
truly converted, but their dis- 
positions were not changed so 
suddenly. It was by a slower 
process of cultivation that they 


disposition to a sweet and lov- 
able tone of voice and their con- 
versation attractive and pleas- 
ant. 


Now, there are different 
styles of preachers. Probably 
they are all needed and I guess 
almost all kinds can be useful. 
There is a tendency with some 
to edify and buoy people up and 
make them feel refreshed and 
good. Then there is the op- 
posite class that seem to affect 
their hearers in such a manner 
that they will hardly want to 
come back to meeting the sec- 
ond time. Why this difference I 
do not know. But I know there 
is a difference. 


Years ago lI discovered this, 
long before I knew I would ever 
be a preacher. Under the ser- 
mons of sone I would be edi- 
fied and blest while under the 
preaching of others I would feel 
worse when I went home than 
I did before I went to the ser- 
vice. With some _ preachers 
there seems to be a kind of an 
upward tendency from _ the be- 
ginning of their discourse till 
the close, and there are others 
that start out well and seem to 
lose as they go, until, by the 
time of closing, the whole con- 
gregation seems almost frozen. 
The former feeds and blesses 
until the whole congregation is 
refreshed, while the latter digs 
and gouges and puts the black 
vail over the entire congregation 
so they all feel hurt and gloomy. 


Which kind of a preacher do 
you want to be? Which kind are 
you now? ‘'n 2 meeting years 
ago the songs were slow and 
gloomy. There was no life, no 
joy, no good feeling.The prayers 
were cold and formal. The 
meeting wns well on_ its way 
when suddenly the door opened 
and in walked a brother who 
was unavoidably late that night. 
He closed the door quickly but 
quietly, wallt:ed rapidly on tip- 
toe up to the front. At once 
‘there was a noticeable change 
in the spirit of the meeting. The 
songs became more lively, the 
prayers were more fervent, the 
whole atmosphere seemed to be 
filled with an invigorating feel-

BACK OF LITTLE GIRL

People call it a miracle. Grace 
Holt’s father called it faith. 

When Grace Holt, now four- 
teen years of age, and one of the 
brightest pupils of the Lee street 
school, was a baby fourteen 
months old, she was afflicted 
with double curvature of the 
spine, which physicians despair- 
ed of correcting.

In the song of Solomon, we 
have a most beautiful descrip- 
tion of the bride. Every part of 
the bride’s make up is inimitably 
described. The eyes like doves’ 
eyes, the temple as pomegran- 
ates, the teeth asa flock of 
sheep, the hair asa _ flock of 
goats, the hands as a gold ring, 
the legs as pillars of marble, 
the cheeks as sweet flowers, the 
lips lillies, ete. Many wonder- 
ful things are said of her ex 
quisite, spiritual beauty, but 
lovely as are all her ornaments 
and.rich as are the symbols used 
to describe her spiritual graces, 
there is no word so choice as the 
one given to the joints. “The 
joints of thy thighs are like 
jewels.”

The joints, the unseen covered 
forces are called jewels. Unseen 
by all except that great Eye, be- 
fore which all is naked and open. 
No admiration is given these 
hidden powers, no honor be- 
stowed upon them and scarcely 
any notice at all until, alas, they 
get stiff and out of working or- 
der. Then the entire body is 
called into sympathy. 

We know when the natural 
joints become stiff and refuse to 
work, the entire body becomes 
a painful failure.

Just so with the body of our 
Lord (The Church of God) the 
blessed oil of the Holy Spirit, 
the holy anointing oil, must be 
vpon us and, between us con- 
stantly.
